YOU CAN CALL OFF THE SEARCH 

. . . FOR WE'VE FOUND THE LOST CHORD! 

by ART MERRILL, Schonoclady Chaplor 


There's a chord in Darbershop that wit make your nerve ends 
tingle. We'd like to tell you about it, and when you hear it 
tonight, we're sure that you will recognize it. 

If you should ask a barbershopper for the names of the notes, 
he might reply "C-E-G-B flat". Some would say "Oh — an ordinary 
seventh". But it isn't. It sounds distinctively different. The notes, 
in fact, are sounded on a different scale. We might call our chord 
a Super-Seventh! 

To form our Super-Seventh, we use an old fashioned scale — the 
diatonic. With this scale, the notes of our Super-Seventh have 
the exact frequency ratios 4-5-6-7. With these ratios, overtones 
reinforce overtones: there's a minimum of dissonance and a 
distinctive ringing sound. 

The more modern chromatic scale, which is used by every keyed 
instrument, has many advantages. But it doesn't quite give us the 
Super-Seventh ratios. There is a slight dissonance between the 
overtones. The difference, for most musical purposes, is insignifi- 
cant. But in our Super-Seventh, the difference seems to be magni- 
fied. For example, listen to "Keep America Singing", v/hich our 
chorus will sing tonight. In the echo swipe "(while the) while you 
are (singing)", the baritone is asked to sing three A naturals on the 
"while you are". Instead, he must drop a quarter step on the 
second A natural (that's half way to A flat) to make the proper 
intervals for our chord. 

The five requirements for the Super-Seventh are quite rigorous. If 
you will check them off, you v/ill see v/hy this chord is seldom 
heard outside of the field of barbershop. 

First, the singers, or players must be unaccompanied, so that they 
can cut free from the chromatic scale when they wish. 

Second, the sound instrument must be capable of varying pitch 
through intervals of a quarter tone and less. The human voice 
qualifies, as does the string section, the slide trombone and the 


French horn. Some rood instruments can also qualify, for pilch 
can be varied by lip pressure. 

Third, the performers must not forthrightly sing tho notos an wrltton. 
Instead, they must use tho notes as gonoral guldos, and sol tho 
final pitch by ear. The aural sense must bo keen and alort to 
the pitch of the other performers. Barborshoppors qualify, for 
they strive always to find tho corroct Inlorvals by oar. 

Fourth, there must bo a volume blond. Tho volcon should bo In- 
dlstinguishablo. Barborshoppors qualify, for thoy try to morgo 
their own voices, unselfishly, into tho joint offorl. Indopondonl 
solo voices sometimes make poor barborshopporsl Tonight, try 
to distinguish tho voicos in tho best quartets. It isn't oasy. 

Filth, there must bo a lack of pitch vlbrallo. If tho pilch of ono 
of the voicos is v/obbling up and down, tho porfocl intervals aro 
fuzzod. 

That's a strenuous list of roqulromontsl Not all barbornhop quar- 
tets can qualify. Choruses find it oven more difficult, for tho 
voicos aro physically soparatod, and thoro aro more chancoc 
for error. 

But there are many opporlunltios in barbershop music. Our ar- 
rangements aro crovrdod v/lth sevonths, and ovory ono has tho 
potentiality of promotion to a Supor-Sovonth. 

Wo predict that you'll hear several Supor-Sovonths tonight. You 
can't mistake them, for the signs aro clear; tho ovorlonos will 
ring in your ears; you'll oxporionco a spinal shiver; bumps will 
stand out on your arm; you'll raise a trifle in your seat. On tho 
stage, you'll see four men break out into pleased perhaps sur- 
prised) expressions. You'll see their heads como together, and 
they'll prolong tho chord (our Ed Goodalo says, "until tho broath 
runs out"). 

When you notice these symptoms, v/o think you'll agree that Sir 
Arthur's "Lost Chord" has been found.

The Louisville Chapter of S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A. is now 
celebrating its tenth anniversary and tonight is present- 
ing the tenth annual show. 

That allows some of the “old timers” a chance to 
enjoy the privilege of reminiscing and this will help them 
recall some of the outstanding events of each of the past 
shows. 

Our first show was presented at the Memorial Audi- 
torium on November 23, 1946, at which lime the 75 male 
voices in the chorus opened the show. They were followed 
by the Troubadours, who were the Kentucky Champions 
and were members of the Louisville Cba])ler. They were 
followed by the Songfellows of Evansville who were the 
National Finalists in 1945; The Mixed Up Four, con- 
sisting of a dentist and his wife and a physician and his 
wife, all dressed in the costumes of the Cay 90’s. The 
Doctors of Harmony, third place winners in the 1946 
National Contest, were followed by the Kansas City 
Serenaders, the Elastic Four of Chicago, the McPhee Three 
of Joliet, The Four Ilarmonizers of Chicago, The Mis-Fils 
of Chicago, and the Garden Stale Quartet of Jersey City, 
N. J. — National Champions of 1946. 

The second annual show was a parade of Barber Sbo]) 
Quartets, consisting of the Firesiders of the Louisville 
Chapter, The Kentucky Chordinals, the Kentucky 
Troubadours, tbe Songfellows of Evansville, ibe Mid 
Slates Four of Chicago, the Four Ilarmonizers of Chicago, 
The McPhee Three of Evansville and the Mis-Fils of 
Chicago, the National Champions of 1945. 

The show of 1948 was a Parade of Cham|)ions. Again 
the Kentucky Troubadours, wbo were Finalists in the 
Indiana-Kenlucky 1948 contest, were the opening quartet. 
They were followed by the Firesiders, also of Louisville, 
The McPhee Three, The Four Shades of Harmony of 
Terre Haute, who were the National Finalists of 1948, 
The Mid States Four of Chicago, The Mis-Fits of Chicago. 
The Garden State Quartet of Jersey City, The Chordettes 
of Sheboygan, Wis., The Doctors of Harmony of Elkhart 
and The Pittsburghers, National Champions of 1948. This 
was a show long to be remembered. 

The show of 1949 was a presentation of leading Barber 
Shop Quartets of America. The opening quartet was the 
Louisville Chapter’s Blue Grass Four, followed by the 
Kentucky Troubadours, who were Indiana-Kenlucky 
finalists of 1948 and 1949, The Firesiders of Louisville, 
The Harmonaires of Gary, Indiana, The Decalu reties’ 
National Champions of the Sweet Adelines, the Buzz 
Saws of Columbus, Ohio, the Weslinghouse Quartet of 
Pittsburgh and the Mid States Four of Chicago, who were 
International Champions of 1949. 
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The fifth annual show, presented November 18, 1950 
was another Parade of Quartets. The program was 
started by a rather “aged quartet, the Four Chips, ages 
from six to twelve years. They were followed by the 
Kentucky Troubadours, the Hi-Los of Milwaukee, inter- 
national Finalists of 1948, 1919 and 1950, The Cardinals 
of Madison. Wis., The Villageaires of Palos Heights. 
Illinois. International Finalists of 1950, The Antlers of 
Flint, Michigan, and The Clef Dwellers of Oakland County, 
Michigan, International Medalists of 1948, 1949 and 195o! 

The sixth annual show, called Plantation Hannonics 
having a chorus of 125 male voices, was presented Novem- 
her 17, 1951. All members of the ehorus were dressed in 
Gay 90’s attire. The Minor Chords of Terre Haute, Indiana, 
Indiana Champions of 1951-52, were followed by the 
Antlers of Miami, Florida, the Four Knights of Louisville, 
The Decker Sisters, The Columhians of Washington, 1), C., 
Mid Atlantic Finalists of 1951-1952. The Cardinals of 
Madison, Wis., the Village-Aires of Palos Heights, HI., 
and the 'rune Vendors of Doivagiac, Michigan. 

The seventh annual show was held in llic Memorial 
Auditorium November 22, 1952 and was presented ns a 
Harmony Revue. The Weslinghouse Quartet of Pitts- 
burgh, who were International Medalists of 19-1.7-1911! 
opened the show. 'Phey were followed by Louisville’s 
sweethearts, the Decker Sister.s, The Mid Stales Four, the 
Four Teens Quartet of Scott Air Force Base, lllinoi.s, who 
were International Chanqiions of 1952, the Rippleaires 
of Louisville, The Four Flames of Owensboro and The 
Gateway City Four of Louisville. 

On November 21, 1953, ibc Louisville Chapter pre- 
sented its eighth annual performance as a Parade of Har- 
mony. The New Albany Chorus followed by the Louis- 
ville Chorus opened the show. The Kentucky Troubadours 
were followed by the Harris Tri|dels of Muncic, who had 
appeared on Radio and Television in Chicago and New 
York. They in turn were followed by the Dixie Liners 
of Evansville, the Templaires of Muncie, The Decker 
Sisters and Tlie Kernels of Omaha, Nebraska. 

Last year on December 4th, Memories of Harmony 
was presented as the ninth annual Fall Production. Tlie 
quartet formerly known as “The Dischords” — truly a mis- 
nomer, now registered as The .Six Foot Three and a Half, 
opened the show, followed by The Chord Blenders, of 
I ennsylvania, lire Pittsburghers and The Columbians of 
Washington, D. C., Our junior Doc Stivers, J. Timothy, 
gave several comic readings, which from the applause 
fiom the audience gave proof that he was well received. 

We are now on the threshold of the Tenth Annual 
-Show. We trust that you will have reason to remember 
with ]3leasure the show we are about to present.

Competition in Barbershop Harmony has been excep- 
tionally keen tliroughout the existence of the SPEBSQSA. 
Only until recently have events included more than the 
basic concepts, the quartet, of Barbershop singing, i.e., 
the Chorus. This recent trend toward what may seem 
to be a “new sound” in the art, has been present during 
some of history’s most revolutionary eras in music. 
Beethoven shocked tlie music world \vith his “new sound” 
in symphonic arranging. Brahms gave us a still newer 
sound, hut basically all composers and musicians have one 
objective upjDermost in their efforts. This is the writing 
of a four part harmony and improving on its tonal qual- 
ities and its predecessor, by the addition of more instru- 
ments playing the same part as a uniform quality, thus 
imparting more depth to the chord as opposed to the 
“hare”, hut thrilling four “voice” chord an example of 
which would he a string quartet and a full symphony. 

In terms of our present day “harhershopping” w'hat 
has this done? It has done several things. First, it has 
given the individual who does not seem to have the abil- 
ity, or the desire, to sing in a quartet, an opportunity to 
exert himself toward a “team effort” with group singing. 
I’m absolutely sure 99% of the population would psy- 
chologically fall into this pattern. This is the reason 
there are so few entertainers for the huge masses who 
want to be entertained. Second, it has developed newer 
techniques in arranging the score and imparting more of 
the story the lyrics intended to tell. This is also aided 
and largely under the control of the director. He is the 
Quarterback on the team and the lyrics tell a story no 
better than his ability to interpret and extract them in the 
most effective manner. Third, it has had more impact on 
the individuals who also find they can really sing and in- 
terpret better when it is presented to them as right and 
wrong and have a chance to learn correct techniques about 
such things as breathing, and its relationship to the mean- 
ing and melodious tempo of a phrase; enunciation and 
syllabolic inflection of a word or phrase; shading and its 
contrast in the interpretation of a song. Fourth, it has in- 
spired team effort and has given new emphasis to some 
chapter activity. 

It is readily recognized this Society was founded on 
Quartet singing, and there are some today who do not 
see virtue in chorus activity, but founders of any organi- 
zation have only a basic desire and framework and are 
unable to predict far enough into the future for what is 
to be the ultimate trend, so Barbershop Chorus singing has 
become a part of the Society function because there was 
desire and demand. 

To the average person Barbershop singing seems to 
imply melody, tenor and bass harmony, but the depth or 
fourth dimension to the chord is the addition of the all 
important and difficult Baritone harmony. Baritone 
harmony to l^rbershop singing is what a short-stop is to 
an infield. Without it the sound is penetrating— with it 
Con t.

tlie sound is impenetrable and likewise, tlie chorus must 
liave balance, blend and harmony accuracy. These are 
tliree of the six things diat make a championship chorus. 

What is balance? Balance of a choral group be it 
Quartet or Chorus is the relationship of each part to the 
otlier in terms of volume of the final product or more 
specifically, the chord. It is outstandingly obvious that 
if all parts are singing softly except the bass section the 
overall sound is out of balance. For ideal choral singing 
each individual should be able to hear all other parts, 
especially lead, simultaneously. Each part must likewise 
be “in step” for changes in volume as a chorus for true 
balance. 

What is blend? Blend is a more complex aspect of 
choral singing and probably the most difficult to achieve 
with regularity. Blend implies flavor not only in whiskey, 
coffee and color, but also in the sound of singing. Wher- 
ever people gather, there are seldom more tlian two whose 
voices sound alike speaking the same words, or phonating 
the basic vowel sounds. One can see why blend is such 
a difficult objective to master. Blend is achieved by the 
uniform tonal enunciation on any particular vowel, con- 
sonant or syllable. It must be prearranged and the sig- 
nals well understood by the team that that will be the only 
^vay it will sound. Ideally, this means everyone says 
all — 0 — a — e — i — or u, etc. exactly the same and at ex- 
actly the same instant and puts the same volume and in- 
flection on the voivel, syllable, word and phrase. Tliis is 
the particular aspect the director painstakingly spends 
liours trying to achieve. 

What is Harmony Accuracy? Harmony Accuracy is 
simply what the words say. In the simplest terms it means 
each note must be attack true and held true i.e. no flatting 
or sharping of the tone — in other words — no singing be- 
tween the chromatic scale — “it just ain’t cricket.” This 
maneuver quite candidly can ruin both balance and blend, 
but most regularly the blend and most always the chorus.

What are the other qualities and attributes that make a 
championship chorus? The chord structure, progression 
and part assignment of these in the arrangement have sin- 


gular value. The visual impression ihe chorus has to the 
audience is another singular value and aldiough important 
in championship events, has absolutely nothing to do witli 
singing; hotvever, most people like to have their cake and 
eat it too, so Stage Presence rates special merit but is not 
as actively engaged in by choruses as quartets, due to the 
aivkwardness of mass movements as opposed to Quartet 
movements.
